Infantile Paralysis Cases

Department of Health officials have
pcrfected a system whereby new cases of
infantile paralysis, despite the large
number reported daily, are taken to hos-
pitals or quarantined in their homes
within six or ¢ight hours of the time the
cases are rcported to the department.

Thla quick isolation of paticnts, the de- |

pi.rtment hopes, will be an Iml-nrunl}
preventive of the spread of the epl-

demie. In a large majority of cases the
quick work of the Health Department®
d'agnosticians results in the transfer of
the children to the hospitals before the
actual paralysis sets in.

The number of new cases reported yes-
terday, 173, is high, although less by two |
than the number on Friday. The doaths |
vesterday were forty-one, four less Lhan
the numher on the preceaing dav.
